PROFESSOR WHO SOLVED A CENTURY-OLD MATHEMATICAL PROBLEM TO SPEAK AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C,—Wolfgang Haken, a professor at the University of Illinois who 
recently solved the **Four-Color Conjecture” problem that had baffled mathematicians 
throughout the world for more than a century, will speak at The George Washington 
University Friday, September IT, at 3:30 p.m. in Room 100 of Building C, 2201 G St., N.W. 

Haken announced July 22 that he and a fellow mathematics professor, Kenneth Appel, 
had mastered the four-color problem, proving that four^ is the maximum number of colors 
needed to ensure that no two neighboring areas on any map will be colored the same. 
Techniques developed in pursuit of the solution have practical applications in computer 
programming and applied scientific fields. 

At GW, Haken will discuss some aspects of the four-color conjecture, including 
sketching the recent proof. Haken, who first became interested in the four-color problem 
26 years ago, used extensive computer analysis, which could produce in an hour the hand¬ 
written calculations of one mathematician’s lifetime. The first step was to determine 
what map regions would be used for the analysis. From approximately 10,000 diagrams, 
1,950 were selected for scrutiny by a high speed computer. The computer checked every 
possible arrangement of four colors, which occasionally resulted in nearly 200,000 
combinations. 

The Haken lecture is sponsored by the mathematics departments of George Washington, 
Catholic University and Georgetown University. Admission is free.

The National Center for Law eind the Deaf, a ^oint venture of Gallaudet College 
and The George Washington University NationaJ. Law Center, will hold a press con¬ 
ference Friday, September 17 at 10 a.m. in the Dirksen Senate Office Building (Room 
1*202) on Idst week's Federal Communications Commission rtiling requiring all tele- 
vision stations to present all emergency warnings and bulletins in visual, not just 
aural, form for the benefit of hearing impaired persons. 

The petition seeking the ruling, which covers major weather, disaster, civil 
disorder find other emergency situations ^ was originally filed by three George 
Washington law students in January 1975» *« It led to the establishment in July 1975 
of the center for the law and the dea:^, wh'ich provides legal services and counseling 
specifically for the deaf and hearing impaired. The center represents the deaf 
community on legal action matters before Congress and federsQ. agencies, operates a 
walk-in covinseling clinic based at the Gallaudet campus, and conducts neighborhood 
educational workshops aimed at informing the deaf about their legal rights. 

The center for law and the deaf was joined in its petition to the FCC by the 
National Association for the Deaf and Deaf-Pride, Inc. For further information, 
contact the center's executive director Glenn A. Goldberg at UU7-Oltl»5.

GWU PARALEGAL TRAINING PROGRAM RECEIVES 
AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION APPROVAL 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--The Legal Assistant Progran at The George 
Washington University’s Continuing Education for Women Center has 
received full American Bar Association approval--the only paralegal 
program in the Washington area, and one of 20 in the nation, to merit 
ABA endorsement. 

GW’s graduate-level certificate program for legal assistants was 
established in 1972 in cooperation with the university’s National Law 
Center. It offers courses designed to develop skills in legal research, 
writing, and analysis, and to provide an understanding of the basic 
concepts of substantive, administrative, and procedural law. 

Final ABA approval was recently granted the program upon the 
recommendation of the association’s Standing Committee on Legal Assist¬ 
ants, which sets standards for recognition of legal assistant programs. 

A visiting ABA evaluation team judged the GW program to be ’’well organ¬ 
ized, efficiently administered” and ’’effectively accomplishing its 
stated objectives.”

WASHINGTON, D.C, — A new national Center for Mviseum Education, supported 
by a $ 25,000 grant from the Rockefeller Brothers Fund, heis been established at 
George Washington University. 

The Center for Museum Education will gather information and provide a net¬ 
work of communication for musevun educators. The Center will distribute a national 
three-year study of aspects of museum education which was recently completed by 
the Council on Museums and Education in the Visual Arts (CMEVA). In addition to 
distributing the CMEVA study (scheduled for publication in the Spring of 1977), 
the Center will use sections of the study as models to aid those concerned with 
program development and problem solving in museum education. 

The Center will provide services to educators working in all the areaa which 
museum education comprises. InitieJ. sejrvices will be available in late 1976 eind 
will include information about promising practices, trends, events, and persons in 
the field and in its overlapping disciplines. 

The Center will be able to develop information packets for conferences and 
seminars, a national calendar of events, and selected bibliographies.

DUAL-DEGREE PROGRAM IN ENGINEERING 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--The George Washington University and Bowie State 
College, in Bowie, Md., have embarked on an ambitious new five-year dual- 
degree program which officials at both schools call *’a significant step 
toward increasing minority opportunities for careers in engineering.** 

GW*s School of Engineering and Applied Science and Bowie State have 
established a dual-degree program in engineering, similiar to a program 
conducted by GW and Hampton Institute since 1973, to join together 
general education and career education for minority students. 

Students in the program will spend their first three years at Bowie 
State acquiring a background in mathematics, physics, chemistry, social 
science, and the humanities. During the program’s final two years students 
will transfer from Bowie State to complete their engineering education 
at the School of Engineering and Applied Science at GW.

INSTITUTE OF LAW AND AGING ESTABLISHED AT GWU LAW SCHOOL 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--An unassuming elderly taxi driver who had no 
income and no pension sought Social Security disability benefits for 
several physical ailments, which had bothered him for years. He was 
turned down. 

When he walked into a storefront legal aid office for the elderly, 
a law student immediately perceived that the old man's problem was 
mental rather than physical--severe senility. The law student sought a 
hearing before a Social Security administrative law judge, submitted a 
psychiatrist's report, and this time, the disability benefits were granted. 

In an attempt to meet the often-ignored legal needs of the elderly 
poor, an Institute of Law and Aging has been established at the National 
Law Center of The George Washington University. 

The Institute provides specialty training in the field of "elderly 
law" for lawyers, law students, and senior citizens, and offers immediate 
and direct legal assistance to elderly persons. Through an agreement 
with the GW Medical School, the Institute also plans to operate a multi¬ 
faceted service center where elderly persons can be assisted with their 
legal, mental, and physical health problems.

GW law professor Donald P. Rothschild,who is co-director of the 
Institute with Eric S. Sirulnik, also a GW law professor, has said that 
•’a large portion of the blame for the lack of legal services (for the 
elderly poor) can be lodged squarely with the country’s law schools. 

Not only are the law students who represent the future membership of 
our Bar not given anything resembling the requisite preparation for 
adequately representing the elderly, they are given even less of an 
incentive to do so.** 

The current focus of the Institute is the paralegal training program 
for senior citizens, which is designed to give older persons the skills 
necessary to offer competent paralegal and social service assistance to 
other senior citizens. Social Security Administration records indicate 
that persons who appeal alone at administrative hearings are successful 
in winning their claims 38 percent of the time; those who have been 
represented by a non-attorney, such as a paralegal or lay advocate, have 
won 48.5 percent of their cases. 

The one-year certificate program, open to persons 55 or older, 
consists of traditional classroom instruction and **on-1he-j ob** training 
under the direct supervision of attorneys and advanced law students. 

The Institute has developed a textbook-length paralegal training manual 
on the legal problems of the elderly, which is being distributed through¬ 
out the country. 

The Institute also has incorporated GW *s existing Protection for 
Elderly People (Operation PEP) program, which has provided direct legal 
services to the elderly through a storefront office in the Adams-Morgan 
section of Washington and through offices in seven of the city’s public 
housing projects that were built for eldlrly persons. From September 1975

to September 1976, PEP handled over 1,300 cases. About 90 second-and 
third-year law students participated in the PEP project during the 
last year. 

Initially, the new joint program with the medical school will 
provide medical evaluation of persons seeking Social Security disability 
benefits. Medical students, under the supervision of faculty members, 
will examine the elderly who have come in for legal assistance, and help 
law students evaluate and interpret medical reports and evidence. The 
cooperative venture will be expanded next year to provide additional 
services as well as a series of joint seminars between medical and law 
students and faculty. 
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
